3 outh, and the word gargoyle itself 
'Ls an attem pt to im itate the "gurgling” 
Svrand made by the w ater iu passing 
through the throat of the grotesque 
m onster. 
Gargoyles were the caricatures of 
m ediaeval tim es. 
Many were carved 
by m onkish m asons, who took the op­ 
portunity of handing 
011 to posterity 
th e distorted lineam ents of their fel­ 
lows or even of their superiors, recog­ 
nizable as likenesses from some prom i­ 
nent characteristic. 
The fam ous gargoyles of N otre Dame 
in P aris are supposed to have had some 
such origin, w hile others of supposedly 
th e sam e origin *are to be seen in 
churches throughout B rittany and Nor­ 
m andy as well as here and there in 
E ngland.—London Telegraph.

and it is th e duty of each emp loyer 
to sue th at th is contract is faith fully 
obeyed. 
And th e state h as at Beelitz 
an enormous sanitarium costing 10,- : 
000,000 marks (£ 500,000), wh ere th e in- i 
valided citizen is sent with h is p en- j 
sion in order to exp edite h is valuable 
return to th e ranks of th e wage earn­ 
ers. It p ays th e city of Berlin to nurse 
its sick and ch erish its invalids.

wh ole object of th e municip ality is to 
secure th e p h ysical and intellectual 
well being of its citizens, and on th is 
task it concentrates its labors with 
amazing energy. 
Berlin h as a h uge building resem­ 
bling a factory wh ere th e unemp loyed, 
wh ole families, ave received and p ro­ 
vided for. but no one ifnist take advan­ 
tage of th is h osp itality more th an five 
times in th roe month s. Consider th is 
p oint of view. If you are h omeless five 
times in th ree month s you are dubbed 
a reckless creature and p acked off to 
th e workh ouse. Private enterp rise h as j 
p rovided anoth er asylum wh ere th e i 
h omeless may come five times In one 1 
month and wh ere th e p olice are not al- j 
lowed to enter at nigh t. 1 h ave visited 
th is p lace and seen th e p eop le wh o at­ 
tend it. some decent enough , oth ers 
criminal in every line of th eir faces. 
Th ere are many of th ese desp erate 
men in Berlin, many of th ese dirty, 
ragged and unh ap p y wretch es, doomed 
from th e day of th eir birth , but th ey 
not sh ow th emselves iu th e decent 
world as th ey do in London.
